The application has been amended as follows: claims 1-8 and 12 have been 
canceled as they are drawn to a non-elected invention. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
(US Patent No. 5,514,482) teaches e-beam physical vapor deposition of rare earth 
metal oxides on turbine engine components from metal ingots, but it does not teach or 
reasonably suggest using mischmetal oxide in combination with a second rare earth 
element oxide. The addition of mischmetal oxide to the coating is not taught and would 
not be obvious. Mischmetal also appears to have the disadvantage of being expensive 
(US Patent. No. 3,801,31 1 column 1 lines 35-46) which would be motivation that it is not 
an obvious choice for the source of rare earth oxide material.
